BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 


TO BORROW $65 ,0 0 0 0 0 .

Surprised by the Anno ucement 


Co ncerning Impro v ements. 


At the* meeting of the county council 
Wednesday afternoon tlie board ofcoun- 
ty commissioners was authorized and 
empowered to borrow the sum of $ 65,000 
for the purpose of improving and remod­ 
eling the court house of « Jackson countv. 
The announcement 
of the appropria­ 
tion was a surprise to the majority of 
the citizens of the county a s it was not 
generally 
known 
that 
extensive 
im­ 
provements were to be made on the 
court house at this time. 
The ordinance which provides for the 
issuance of the bonds for the proposed 
improvements are as follows: 
“ Be it ordained bv the County Coun­ 
cil of Jackson County in the State of 
Indiana, that the Board of County Com­ 
missioners of the County of Jackson and 
State of Indiana, be and it is hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow 
money on behalf of the said county for 
the purpose of remodeling, improving 
and building certain additions to the 
[ present Court House in said county ac- 
I cording to tenative plans proposed and 
I submitted to us by Elmer E. Dunlap, 
¡architect, and according to the cornplet- 
I ed plans and specifications to be here- 
I after adopted by said board of County 
I Commissioners and for this purpose the 
¡sum of sixty five thousand dollars is 
I hereby appropriated for said purpose 
laud the said board of Commissioners are 
¡further hereby authorized to issue and 
[self the bonds of Jackson County in the 
¡State of Indiana to the amount hereby 
■ appropriated 
which 
bonds shall bear 
¡interest, at the rate of five per cent, per 
annum 
pay able 
semi-annually . 
Such 
[bonded indebtedness shall be divided as 
nearly as may be possible in nineteen 
equal annual pay ments and all of said 
bonds shall be paid off and retired with­ 
in twenty y ears from January 1, HH1. 
“ Be it further resolved, the County 
Council request the Board of County 
Commissioner* to advertise for and con 
sider a bid for making said court house ; 
(repairs in c o n n e c t i o n with an individ- 
lual heating plant as a part of said court 
■house and court house improvements, 
pind that it advertise for and consider 
Ian alternative bid for said court house 
¡improvement 
without 
an 
individual 
Iheating plant, but to In* heated from 
central heating plant constructed for 
¡heating the court house, jail and county 
Infirmary , or poor house, such bid to 
¡include the cost of constructing such 
•entral heating plant and connecting 
Ithe same with said other county build 


pn g s , including the equipping of said 
¡Other county building with heating ap­ 
pliances. 
‘ Be it further resolved the board be 
[requested to appoint a competent person 
[and taxpay er of Jackson County to over 
[see the construction of buildings.'’ 
According to the present plans of the 
¡county commissioners who have com­ 
plete charge of the improvements, new 
[additions will be built on the north and 
[south sides of t he court house, a new 
[heating plant installed and many other 
improvements made so that the ap­ 
pearance of t he building will In* e n t i r e 


ly changed. 
The architect stated that 
lie believed that 
when 
the proposed 
changes were completed, the building 
would be equal to any $ 250,000 court 
house in the state. 
While the oourt house is being re­ 
modeled new arrangements will be made 
for heating the building. 
It has not y et 
been decided whether to install an in­ 
dividual heating sy stem for the court 
house alone, or to build a central sy stem 
by which the court house, jail and poor 
farm could be furnished heat. 
It is un­ 
derstood that several of the officers be­ 
lieve that the central sy stem would be 
the most satisfactory , while others be­ 
lieve that each building should have its 
own heating plant. 
The furnice which 
is now used in the court house has been 
in service for about twenty -five y ears 
and is badly in need of repair. 
The 
boilers in the jail have been declared un­ 
safe and will have to be replaced this 
y ear although they have been in use but 
five y ears. 
The three county buildings now ..sc 
about 250 tons of coal annually , and the 
architect 
believes 
that 
this 
expense 
eould be greatly reduced by a new plant. 
He will give estimates on both the cen­ 
tral sy stem and the individual plants. 
The county officers declare that their 
present, quarters are too small for the 
satisfactory 
accommodation 
of 
the 
county business, and have desired the 
improvements for some time. 
Many of 
the public records are now filed in the 
attic and basement of the court house 
and it is desired that a more secure 
place be arranged for these. 
The plans will be completed within 
the next six weeks and the proposals for 
bids published as soon as 
p o s s ib le . 
The 
commissioners hope to have the building 
completed before January 1.

T he cocaine habit seems to be spread­ 
ing in Canada. Sometimes it is used in 
the shape of a solution of th** crystalline 
form with some other ingredients, and 
injected 
by 
means 
of 
a 
hypodermic 
syringe. 
It is also taken or eaten in the 
form of pills, says the Dundee Adver­ 
tiser, 
These two methods are not so 
common as th** simpler way of taking it 
as snuff. In this ease the pure cocaine 
crystals are crushed to a poxvdre in a 
mortar, and in this form it is retailed. 
A small quantity of the 
powder 
is 
shaken on the back of the hand aud then 
inhaled through the nose. 
The end of 
the indulgence is physical wreckage. 
Those who deal in Cocaine and act as 
agents between the druggists and the 
users are termed “snow birds.* The men 
xx ho sell the cocaine to tin* unfortunate 
victims of the habit are railed “peddlers,” 
and the profits they make ar** consid­ 
erable. 
A vial which they can buy for 
$1 is made into as many as two dozen 
packages, each containing enough cocaine 
for a couple of doses, and these sell for 
25 cents each. 
Not content with this 
profit, some of th** p e d d l e r s adulterate 
th e contents of their p a e k a g e s , boracic 
acid being principally used for this pur­ 
pose.

Fatigue and Its Consequences. 
Luther H alsey Gulick, M. I)., president 
of the American Physical Education as­ 
sociation and director of physical training 
in the N ew York schools, writes as foi- 
lows in Good Housekeeping: 
“That great Italian physiologist, A n­ 
gelo Mosso, has given an account in his 
book on fatigue, of the arrival of flocks 
of quails on the sea coast of Italy on 
their northward migration from Africa. 
T he distance across the Mediterranean 
is 300 miles or more and the bird covers 
this distance in less than nine hours, fly­ 
ing at the rate of eighteen or nineteen 
yards per second. 
“W hen 
the 
quail 
sights 
land 
its 
strength is almost exhausted. 
It seems 
to have lost the power of recognizing ob­ 
jects, even though its eyes are wide open. 
Every year vast numbers o f birds dash 
themselves to death against trees, tele­ 
graph poles, and houses on the shore. 
Those that have met with no accident lie 
motionless 011 the edge of the beach for 
some minutes as if stunned. 
They seem 
to have become incapable of fear, and 
sometimes even let themselves be caught 
by hand without trying to get away. 
\ \ hen they finally awaken totheirexposcd 
condition, they pick themselves up sud­ 
denly and run for a hiding place. 
But 
they do not tty. 
It is days before they 
will use their wings again. 
“ W e can see effeets of a som ewhat sim­ 
ilar kind in ourselves when w e are ex­ 
hausted. 
I remember a certain ten-mile 
bicycle race in which I w as a contestant 
I had fastened my watch to the handle 
bars in such a way that I could keep 
my eyes on it during the race. 
Before I 
had finished the fifth mile, I found that 
it was impossible for me to read the 
watch hands. I saw them plainly enough, 
and after the race was over I could recol­ 
lect how they had stood in certain points 
in the course; but at the time I had lost 
all faculty of getting any m eaning out of 
them. 
“An incident of this kind suggests howr 
deep the effects of fatigue strike in. 
It 
is easy to show* by experiment that fa­ 
tigue slows down the circulation, dulls 
the nerves, lessens the secretion of the 
glands, decreases the power of digestion, 
reduces the ability of the system to re­ 
cover from shock or injury, and makes 
the body peculiarly liable to disease. 
“ In other words, fatigue lowers 
nil 
the faculties of the body. 
The effects on 
the other part o f a man are just as im­ 
portant. 
It puts a chasm between seeing 
and acting; it makes a break somehow 
between the m essages that come in to 
the brain from the outside world and 
the m essages that go out. 
It destroys 
will-power. 
In every direction it de­ 
creases efficiency, forcing the personality 
down to a lower level, 
“ Fatigue is a destructive agent like 
sickness and death. 
It 
is 
a 
condition 
which in tin* nature of things w e cannot 
avoid; but it is important for us to know 
w hat it means and how to deal with it 
if we want to keep out of costly blunders. 
“W hen we are tired out w e are not 
ourselves. 
A part of us has temporarily 
gone out of existence. 
W hat remains is 
something which belongs to a more prim­ 
itive state of civilization. 
“Our personalities 
are 
built 
up 
in 
strata, one layer added to another. 
At 
the bottom He the savage virtues and 
vices of o u r remote ancestors. 
T h e code 
of moral« of cliff dwellers and hunting 
tribes still holds there. 
At the top lie 
the higher attainments of an advanced 
society 
the things that have tak<‘n hun­ 
dreds of centuries to acquire. 
In men 
pntience is one of these, modesty is an­ 
other; chastity, and a fine sense of ju s­ 
tice and 
personal obligation belong in 
the list. too. 
“ Now when fatigue begins to attack 
the personality, it naturally undermines 
these latest strata fir>t. 
W hen a man 
is exhausted, he finds it difficult to be 
patient. 
That is m>t his fault. 
It is be­ 
cause fatigue has forced him back a few 
hundred generations. 
H is self-control is 
at a low ebb. 
The smallest annoyances 
are enough to make him lose his temper. 
“The sam e holds true of all the list of 
recent charter acquisitions. 
M any temp­ 
tations arc more violent and harder to re­ 
sist when a man is fatigued. 
H is moral 
sense is dulled. 
H e loses the vividness 
of his distinctions 
between 
right 
and 
wrong, honesty and dishonesty. 
“ W e degenerate from the top down. 
The last thine acquired is the first lost. 
Therefore bodily vigor is a moral agent. 
It enables us to live on higher levels, to 
keep up to the top of our achievement. 
W e cannot afford to lose grip on our­ 
selves. 
“The only thing to do with fatigue, 
then, is to get rid of it as soon as possi­ 
ble. 
As long as it is with us. w e ought 
to realize that we are not our normal 
selves and to act in accordance. 
Import­ 
ant questions must not be decided then. 
It is a bad time to make plans for the 
future. 
A man has lost his faculty of 
seeing straight. 
“ It is often said that the best w ay of 
petting rid of faligue is a change of oc­ 
cupation. 
T his is usually tru e, but not 
alw ays, 
\ moderate degree of muscular 
fatigue will not keep a man from taking 
up something which will use his brain, 
and while his brain works his muscles 
will rest. 
B ut there is a degree of m us­ 
cular fatigue which makes headwork im­ 
possible. 
“The converse of this is a lso true. 
If 
a m a n ’s brain is used up, hard exercise 
is nothing but a sheer drain upon the 
system, and not in any sense a form of 
rest. 
The central battery lias run down. 
T he energy supply is exhausted. 
To 
force anything more out of it is to kill 
the goose that laid the golden eggs. 
“You cannot live well and keep happy 
under a constant and tyrannical sense 
of effort.

find that the sanitarium is a w ay sta­ 
tion." 


The W cmen of the Orient. 
T his America of ours is the land of the 
young girl, who here enjoys extraordi­

queenly old lady, who had been the w ife 
o f a N aw ab with far larger dominions 
and powers. H e had for her the deepest 
and most unfeigned veneration; and the 
words of this white-haired old lady, who 
had never seen the

world 
and 
w hose views were all gleaned behind the 
veil in the seclusion of the harem, were 
to 
him 
very oracles. 
And 
much 
the 
sam e is true of every household in In­ 
dia. whether Hindu or Mussulman. 
The 
father may reign, but the mother or the 
grandmother rules; rules, be is said, in 
virtue of her life-long abnegation and 
obedience, 
through 
a 
purely 
spiritual 
quality 
of 
poise 
and 
stillness.—Raja 
Rama, in H arper’s Weekly.

No m atter w hat the affair may be. 
there are certain little valentine touches 
in the way of decorations that will add 
greatly to the success of the entertain­ 
ment. 
From the moment tiie guest en­ 
ters the heart bedecked door until she 
departs she must not he permitted to 
forget, even for an instant, that she is 
the guest of St. Valentine. 
The decora­ 
tion of the door, by the way, is a happy 
thought, 
for when 
the 
visitor sees 
a 
bunch of red hearts dangling from a 
doorknob and a huge red heart knocker, 
through which a gilt arrow is thrust, she 
is reminded of her invitation, which read 
according to the usual form, with those 
words added; 
“At the «Sign of the Red 
H eart.” 
A Cupid page, or a pair of Cupids 
dressed 
in 
scarlet 
crepe 
paper, 
with 
white crepe paper wings, should be sta­ 
tioned in the hall to escort the guests 
to the dressing room. 
H ere another C u­ 
pid attendant flits about assisting each 
guest as she arrives unrt dispensing the 
pla<e cards, if the function be a lunch­ 
eon. 
T he latter may be as simple or elabo­ 
rate as one chooses, but as the great m a­ 
jority of people are obliged to consider 
expense the less pretentious kind will be 
preferred in most cases. 
If the color 
scheme is pink and white, a pretty com ­ 
bination for such an affair, the name 
cards may be made of pink cardboard, 
one sheet sufficing lor twenty cards or 
so. T hese may be made in the shape of 
heart spoons-—a heart bowl and a bow 


handle; a group of hearts dangling from 
a bow and arrow; a small fan in the 
shape of a heart, w ith a long handle; a 
Cupid poised for flight, etc. 
The most 
successful place cards are the original 
ones, and it is astonishing how the ideas 
multiply as soon as the mental m achin­ 
ery is set in motion. 
It is like throwing 
a pebble in a brook and watching the 
bubbles radiate from its circumference. 
Just one thing must be borne iu rniud. 
Everything must be 
heart 
shaped 
or 
heart bedecked. 
T he more hearts the 
merrier. 
Any house w here crepe paper 
supplies are kept 
furnishes cardboard, 
ready made hearts, 
both 
the gummed 
kind and the cardboard ones, in all sizes 
from the t ny baby hearts to the grow n­ 
up ones. 
Here, too, one may purchase 
hearts w ith arrows, heart lace doilies, 
and Cupids in red, w m te ana pink. 
Candle shades of w hite crepe paper, 
bound with which cardboard, as if passe- 
pnrtouted, 
and 
each 
section 
decorat­ 
ed 
with 
two 
red 
hearts, 
pierced 
with 
gilt 
arrows, 
add 
greatly 
to 
the decorative scheme. 
In case of a pink 
heart affair the shades m ust be of pink 
crepe paper, with pink and white hearts 
and With a pink cardboard oorder. Plain 
carboard shades laced with ribbons, run 
through stiletto-punched holes, and, cov­ 
ered with 
hearts, 
are most attractive 
when a one-color scheme is *,eing carried 
out. 
Ice cups, bonbon boxes and nut recep­ 
tacles are easily m ade at home. 
T h e 
two Cupids bearing nil ice cup is on ex ­ 
ample of what clever fingers can ac­ 
complish. 
A large heart serves as a 
foundation. 
Fpon this the ice cup is 
glued. 
The cases may be bought ready 
made 
for 
15 
cents 
a 
dozen. Around 
one of these frill crepe paper, pleating 
into position at the base, and frilling out 
atffhe top. 
A card made of tw o strings 
of crepe paper, twisted together, gives 
a finish to thus cup. 
T he pair of Cupids, 
each bearing a heart, with a gilt edge, 
and with a tiny red sticker pearl 
oil 
each, finish the cup. 
Splashes of gilding 
on the edge of the hearts and the wing« 
of the Cupids add to the effect. 
Another ice cup. in the Cupid chariot, 
may be easily copied. 
T h e case proper 
is covered, in the sam e manner as the 
one just described, the crepe paper be­ 
ing glued into the case to give the prop­ 
er heart shape. 
W heels are made of 
cardboard, 
with 
spokes 
simulated 
by 
gilding, and two matches, the brimstone 
removed, 
are used 
to attach them to 
the chariot. 
The rose bonbon box showing a bisque 
doll’s face peering coquettishlv out. 
is 
made as follows: 
First cut a round bot­ 
tom 3^j inches in diameter, nnd fit to 
this a strip of pasteboard, 1% inches 
deep, joining in a seam without lapping. 
Clue neatly to ?he circular bottom, leav­ 
ing a projecting edge for the cover to 
fit over. 
The cover is made like the 
box. except that it 
is a trifle larger. 
Four 
gilt-edged 
hearts, 
with 
tiny red 
sticker hearts in the center, are pasted 
around the bonbon box. 
A huge rose made of crepe paper, with 
a bisque doll’s head in the heart and 
with 
artificial green 
foliage, is lightly 
attached to the cover, so that the head 
moves in a realistic bowing fashion at 
every vibration. 
Six 
candle shade« 
will 
require 
two 
sheets of cardboard and one sheet of 
crepe paper nt 
an expenditure of 20 
cents. 
Pastboard hearts in all sizes sell 
fyr 10 cents an envelope of twenty-five. 
Small sticker hearts, already gummed, 
sell for 10 cent« also. 100 in a box. C u­ 
pids in three colors are 10 cents a pack­ 
age of twenty-five. 
Paper lace heart 
doilies, to 
set ice cups on, and to use 
in serving 
cool. 15 cents a dozen. 
H eart 
napkins, fast colors, come at 35 cents 
a hundred. 
A bolt of bebe ribbon will 
be found useful in tying place cards, nnd 
this the economical hostess will find for 
10 cents. 
In fact, a $1 bill will go a 
long w ay toward purchasing the valen­ 
tine 
party 
requisites. 
Nimble 
fingers, 
originality 
and a proper use of 
one’s 
brains will 
do the rest. 
A pleasant diversion for a dull mo- 
metft at a valentine party is to tie a 
line of hearts across the room. 
On the 
back of each heart is the name of a 
woman guest. 
The man is blindfolled. 
and led by Cupid to the line, where he 
is left standing. 
H e is permitted to 
choose a 
heart, 
upon 
winch 
he finds 
«'•me such 
sentiment as follows,

the name of his choice:

A B eauty Spot in the Focantico Hills to 
Cost Two Millions. 


John I). Rockefeller is to have one of 
the finest gardens in the world on his es­ 
tate at Focantico Hi da. 
It is said that 
when finished it will cost approximately 
$2,000,000. 
The plans, which are rapid­ 
ly nenrim: completion, are being made in 
the office of V 
W. Bos worth in the 
Day and Night Bank building. 527 Fifth 
avenue. 
At Mr. Bosworth's office it was 
said yesterday that the plans are being 
made, but no details could be learned, as 
Mr. Rockefeller has not yet authorized 
the architect to make the matter public. 
Mr. Rockefelle- has had innumerable 
conferences 
with the architect and his 
draughtsmen who are doing the work, 
and it is said that many original sugges­ 
tions made by the head of the Standard 
Oil company have been worked out by 
the architect, and that the gurden when 
finished will to a large extent be on lines 
that have been suggested by Mr. Rocke­ 
feller. 
Efforts to learu the details of the plan 
last night failed, as Mr. Rockefeller is 
\ t Focantico Hills, and neither the archi­ 
tect nor any person at his home or his 
office would admit m re than that plans 
for the garden are being made. 
When 
the cost of $2,000.000 w as mentioned iu 
Mr. B osw orth’s office it w as said that 
that figure was much too high, that the 
garden would be a costly one, but would 
not reach that figure.—N ew York Ameri­ 
can.

The Favorite W ay of Getting Rich Quick 
in the Philippines. 


More Americans 
in 
the 
Philippines 
have taken up hemp growing than any 
other one thing. 
Perhaps the chief rea­ 
son is that it requires less capital, but 
another reason, according 
to 
Cassier's 
Magazine, is that “hemp will make a 
nabob of any one who goes into it in the 
right spirit. 
Nearly all the American hemp planta­ 
tions are located on the G ulf o f D avao, 
Mindanao. 
Here the American colony 
is considerable. 
These pioneers are far 
more successful with crops than are the 
older inhabitants because they use scien­ 
tific methods and are not afraid of work. 
The hemp plant belongs to the banana 
family, 
and 
Manila 
hemp thrives no­ 
where else in the world. 
T he Philippine 
fields supply the entire world with raw 
hemp for m anufacture into rope and cord­ 
age. 
In view of these conditions one 
would naturally judge that factories for 
working up the raw product are numer­ 
ous. 
But such is not the case. 
It is very 
doubtful if there were more than a dozen 
rope walks of any nature in existence 
when the Americans 
landed. 
And at 
present there is but one modern factory 
in Manila, that being owned and oper­ 
ated by Americans. 
A number of British firms which have 
branch offices 
in 
Manila 
and agents 
thoughout the provinces do most of the 
buying and exporting. 
E xports aggre­ 
gate anywhere from 200,000,000 to 300,- 
000,000 pounds annually, more than half 
of which comes to the United States. 
It is estimated that the average value of 
the total production is $30.000,000. 
Fntil a year ago heinp had alw ays 
been 
stripped 
by 
hand—a 
slow 
and 
w asteful process. 
It is cleaned by hav­ 
ing a number of native laborers drag the 
stocks across a knife provided with iron 
teeth, thus separating the strands from 
the pulp. 
No sooner had the American arrived 
than inventors commenced 
to 
devise 
means to do this work by machinery, 
getting out a better grade of hemp, w a st­ 
ing less and accomplishing m *re in a 
given time. 
Several of these inventors 
have been successful, and the m achines 
are now doing excellent work, thus in­ 
creasing the output. The tensile strength 
of machine stripped hemp is nearly 5 0 
per cent, greater than .hat of the hand 
stripped. 


He Is Ready in Court to Give a Boy a 
Chance. 


William Van Iiove, 16, who attempted! 
suicide a few days ago because, he told 
M agistrate Krotel, an elder brother had 
ejected him from his home, found an un­ 
expected friend when he w as arraigned 
yesterday in the Yorkville police court. 
“ I had a tit of the blues," the would- 
be suicide explained to the magistrate, 
“and as nobody seemed to care for me 
I decided to end it all.” 
Just then Redmond Peresey, a former 
policeman, who when on the force wan 
Known as “the humane cop,’’ stepped 
forward nnd said he would take Van 
H ove, as he had taken tw o other de­ 
spondent youths, to his stock farm in 
Rye, although he has ten children of 
his own. 
H e had read of his case in 
the newspapers, he said, and had come 
to court to see w hat he could do for the 
boy. 
“ If you let me take him out to R ye 
with me I’ll make a man of him,” he 
told Magistrate Krotel. 
“Do you w ant to go with this man?" 
the magistrate asked Van Hove. 
“ Why, yes. I'll be glad to get a fair 
chance.’ 
replied the prisoner. 
“ Nobody 
cares for me at home." 
"Discharged in the care of R edmond 
Peresey,” said Magistrate Krotel, and 
the ex-policeman and the boy who w ant­ 
ed a chance left court together. 
Peresey. just after his retirement from 
the force in 1900, strengthened his title 
to the nickname, “the humane cop.” by 
purchasing Pompey, a horse which he 
had ridden eighteen 
years and 
which

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COLD-STORAGE FIGURES. 


If all the corn raised in Missouri in 
19 09 bad been shipped to market it 
would hav e made 21,9 24 trains of twen­ 
ty -eight freight cars each, ex tending in 
one unbroken line from Portland, Me., 
to 
San Francisco. 
If all the corn 
raised in Missouri in 19 09 had been 
marketed at the price prev ailing in 
December it would hav e brought $118 ,- 
265,400. an amount sufficient to pay the 
Public debt of fourteen of the largest 
cities in America: 
St. Louis, Kansas 
City , Louisv ille, Baltimore, Cincinnati, 
Galv eston, Detroit, 
Indianapolis, 
Los 
Angeles, Salt Lake City , Minneapolis, 
Milwaukee, San Francisco and Seattle. 
If all the corn raised in Missouri in 
19 09 had been ex ported it would hav e 
supplied the European trade for four 
y ears. 
Had the European ex port for 
one y ear only been taken from the Mis­ 
souri output, there would 
hav e 
re­ 
mained enough corn to allow fifty bush­ 
els for ev ery man, woman and child in 
the State, or two bushels for ev ery 
man, woman and child in the 8 0,000,- 
000 in the United States to-day . 
The 
St. Louis Globe-Demoerat 
ex ultingly 
presents the abov e figures. 
Yet ‘Missouri is by no means alone: 
there are twenty -four other states, each 
of which produce more than 15,000,000 bushels of corn each y ear, eight others 
whose Indiv idual output each y ear is in ex cess of 100,000,000 bushels. 
No 
wonder that corn has been crowned king, particularly in v iew of the fact, 
as Secretary Wilson has figured It, that the 19 09 crop, of the v alue of $1,7 20,- 
000,000 (nearly equal to the v alue of the clothing and personal adornments 
of 7 6,500,000 people) “ has grown up from the soil and out of the air in 120 
day s, $15,000.000 a day for one crop; nearly enough lor two Dreadnaughts 
daily for peace or war.” 
The gold and silv er coin and bullion of the United 
States are not of greater v alue. 
The best ear of corn growing in Iowa last 
y ear sold for $160. The best y ield reported was 153 bushels to the acre. 
Had 
the man who grew the record y ield grown corn as good as tlie best » ear his 
acre would hav e been worth $1,8 36,000. 
The f'.i mers of the corn belt hav e been slow to learn the lesson of these 
y ields. 
The awakening did not. come until a half dozen y ears ago. 
Thanks 
to the splendid work of Prof. P. G. Holden ami his famous corn gospel trains 
to the v arious farmers’ institutes, to the State and county fairs, and to the 
sterling work of the progressiv e farm journals, the av erage production in 
Iowa has been increased from 25 bushels in 19 01 to 32.2 In 19 08 . 
Now that 
the corn growers hav e had v isual, tangible ev idence of increased profits by 
using care in selecting and breeding seed corn, they are ready to adopt what 
were the untried theories of a few y ears ago, but are the prov en facts of to­ 
day . 
Thy hav e discov ered that the State av erage need not stop at 32.2 bush­ 
els per acre, any more than it needed to stop at 25 a half dozen y ears ago. 
Taking the 153-bushel y ield of 19 09 and av eraging it with the smallest 
y ield of the thirteen growers who, with y ields In ex cess of 7 1 bushels to the 
acre, competed for the Iowa record last y ear, an av erage y ield of 112 bushels 
to the acre Is had. 
This is three and one-half times the av erage production 
of coin fields the State ov er. 
If this ratio could be maintained Iowa would 
y ield each y ear an av erage of 1,08 8 .000,000 bushels of corn, worth approx i­ 
m ately $600,000,000 on the December market. 
The metropolitan editor who emblazoned the motto, “ Soak y our seed 
corn," at the top of his editorial column regularly as the planting season 
approached finally became the sport of bis confreres. 
But Iowa, being the 
largest agricultural State in the country , has at last learned that seed corn 
must be selected and bred as carefully and as scientifically as the tine liv e 
stock for which it is famous. 
Corn germination has become a study , corn 
growing is rapidly becoming a scientific achiev ement rather than a haphazard 
means of liv elihood. 
Yet ev en with the delay ed agronomic awakening the 
results already attained are simply astounding. 


Four-fifths of all the billions of bushels of corn raised in the United 
States is used in liv e stock feeding. 
Dav id Rankin of Tarkio, Mo., the larg­ 
est farmer in America, raises a tnillioit bushels of corn each y ear, y et nev er 
has an ear to sell. 
On the other hand, he is constantly in the market to buy 
all his neighbors’ corn. 
Other farmers do not go In for stock feeding on 
such an ex tensiv e scale, but the prodigal prosperity of the corn belt to-day 
is due to the fact that the farmers hav e learned to raise more corn, to feed 
fhe corn to stock, and through the manure to return to the soil the elements 
of fertility of which it had been robbed in growing the crop . Farming has 
thus become a sort of “ On again, off again, Flanagan” proceeding with the 
bank accounts of the corn belt growing more plethoric as the success of this 
procedure has become generally realized. 


But not all the corn is fed to stock or 
eaten in the form of hominy , 
bread or cakes. 
Of the total crop of 2,666.000,000 bushels raised in 19 08 , it 
is computed that 241,000,000 bushels were consumed in flour and grist mill 
products, 8 ,000,000 bushels in the manufacture of starch, 9 ,000,000 bushels 
for malt liquors, 40,000,000 bushels for glucose, 19 0,000,000 bushels for ex port 
and 13.000,000 bushels for seed; a total of 501,000,000 bushels, or 19 per cent

In other cold-storage plants during 
any y ear now, acording to the storage 
men’s own statistics, the struggling 
wage-earner will find: 
One billion eight hundred million 
eggs. 
One hundred thirty million pounds 
of poultry . 
Fruits v alued at $50,000,000. 
Then, besides, there are millions of 
pounds of potatoes, onions, thousands 
of turtles, eels, cases of canned goods, 
and milk, butter and cheese v alued at 
nearly $100,000,000. 


HE lobster is one of the most peculiar fish 
in the seas, say s a writer in the Williams­ 
port (Pa.) Grit. 
It passes through sev eral 
stages of life before it reaches adult dev el­ 
opment, encountering new perils in each 
one. 
In the first three stages the lobster 
Is a helpless little swimming speck with 
the instinct of a rounder and as regardless of his wel­ 
fare. 
His greatest joy is In pouncing upon and grasping 
the speck of fish which he gets outside of before another 
little lobster appears to test the claim. 
Ev en while he 
is eating this he may be himself pounced upon by a 
larger specimen of his species and dev oured in the same 
way . 
Fishing for lobsters is a v ery simple operation. 
The 


fisherman takes his traps in an open boat, rows to the 
fishing ground, which is usually in some sheltered bay 
or cov e, drops the traps already baited ov erboard and 
fastens them to an outline. 
There is nothing more for 
him to do ex cept to go along the line at stated interv als 
and raise the traps. Occasionally a trap will hold a half 
dozen good sized lobsters. 
Usually a number of smaller 
ones are caught with each of the larger ones, and if he 
is a law abiding fisherman these are dumped back into 
the sea. 
If he is not, they make a tit bit for some epi­ 
cure if the fisherman can get them ashore unnoticed. 
lobsters are found all along the Atlantic coast, but 
are chiefly sought from Maine to New J ersey . 
The best 
of lobsters comes from the north coast and it is thefe, 
of course, that the fishing is most v igorously prosecuted.

Occasionally P lay “ Craps’' on. 


Their Way . 


With the foundering of two ships, 
the burning of another and the loss 
of fifty -two liv es in the bitter cold 
and storm of the first w'eeks in De­ 
cember, the 19 09 season of great lakes 
nav igation closed a season in seriom 
disasters, loss of life and property and 
tragic incident one of the most re­ 
markable in the history of shipping 
on the lakes. Storm and wrecks claim­ 
ed more than a hundred liv es in the 
eight months of nav igation. 
Property 
of v alue estimated to be greater than 
32,000,000 was 
destroy ed. 
Channels 
were blocked by the hulks of lost 
ships and the shores were hardly ev er 
free from wreckage after the middle 
of April. 
The season of 19 09 was the most 
disastrous to shipping of any with the 
ex ception of 19 05. The property loss 
in that y ear was placed at $2,341,500. 
Fifty -one ships were wrecked repre­ 
senting a net tonnage of 9 8 ,09 5. 
The 
following table for the six y ears prior 
to 19 06 giv es some idea of the tribute 
shippers must pay .

Apparently in perfect condi­ 
tion and manned by a crew of ex peri­ 
enced sailors, she passed the Soo into 
Lake Superior, on April 29 . No man 
ev er saw her again. 
Day s afterward 


a few pieces of wreckage were found 
floating in the v icinity of VYhiteflsh 
Point. They were the last signs of the 
Adella Shores. 
Ev en more my sterious was the loss 
of the big freighter D. M. Cleminson, 
on Lake Superior, Dec. 5, 18 9 8 . This 
boat carried a crew of 
twenty -four 
men. 
How' or why she foundered is 
one of 
th e unex plained tragedies of 
lake nav igation. 
The bodies of two 
of the crew were found, but they bore 
no ev idence to ex plain the disaster. 
The climax came with the loss of 
the Bessem er and Marquette car ferry 
No. 2, ply ing between Conneaut and 
Port Stanley . 
The car ferry was a 
large and v ery seaworthy boat, v alued 
at nearly half a million dollars with 
cargo, 
it left Conneaut for its regu­ 
lar trip Dec. 7 . 
It carried a crew of 
thirty -one men and one passenger. 
The loss of the car ferry will go 
down in lake history as another unex ­ 
plained tragedy . At first no alarm was 
felt for the big craft. It was thought 
she had sheltered until the v iolence of 
the storm should be past. 
Two day s 
went by , then three and four. 
Anx ie­ 
ty gav e way to fear and finally to the 
conv iction that hope was futile. 
Fiv e 
day s after the car ferry disappeared 
mute 
ev idence 
was 
found 
which 
prov ed the wreck bey ond all doubt. 
The heav y loss of life on the Great 
Lakes last season has aroused strong 
opposition to prolonging the season of 
nav igation into the storms and gales 
of the early winter. 
Most of the sac­ 
rifice of life and 
loss of property 
com es at the beginning or close of the 
season. 
The 
Pittsburg 
Steamship 
Company , the lake branch of the Unit­ 
ed States Steel Corporation, has an­ 
nounced that it will no longer need­ 
lessly imperil the liv es of its men for 
the sake of bringing a few' more tons 
of ore to the lower lake ports. 
Here­ 
after, it is announced, nav igation will 
close on Nov . 30, no matter what con­ 
ditions may be. 
The disasters of the y ear hav e call­ 
ed attention to the necessity for wire­ 
less telegraph outfits on lake v essels. 
It is said that at the present time 
hardly more than fifty of the 2,500 
boats on the lakes are equipped with 
wireless. 
Practically all the loss of 
life and property on the lakes is con­ 
fined to freight boats. 
It has been 
many y ears since a passenger boat 
was wrecked or a passenger lost In 
% 
disaster of any kind. 


The disappearance of a $10.000 bill 
from the pocket of Benson Lang, a 17 - 
y ear-old messenger boy , while on his 
way from the 
brokerage 
house of 
Hornblower & Weeks to the National 
City Bank, was but an instance in a 
traffic of millions that is being carried 
on daily in the financial district below 
the “ dead line” at Fulton street, with 
no more security than the hands or 
pockets of y oungsters who ages range 
from 15 to 24 y ears. 
Yet with all the temptation put be­ 
fore the y ouths instances of misappro­ 
priation are ex ceedingly rare, the New 
York World say s. 
Wall street trusts 
them as implicitly as it does its bond- 
3d ex press companies, its highly paid 
bank presidents and cashiers and in­ 
surance presidents and directors, who 
go astray with much more frequency 
than the small l>oy custodians of great 
wealth. 
One boy will frequently han­ 
dle a million dollars in checks, cash 
and security . 
One day a prominent Wall street 
house sent a boy to a bank with cou­ 
pons calling for $10,000 in currency . 
Three hours later he was found play ­ 
ing craps in a hallway . 
He had won 
33 cents. 
He had obtained the cur­ 
rency on the coupons and it reposed 
in his inside pocket. 
A crap game

The crop king prov ides its subjects with bread, meat and sugar, to say 
nothing of whisky . 
Done into pones and hoeeake, it brings “ the smile that 
won’t come off” to the faces of millions of darkies, and is rapidly becoming 
a more popular dish on the menu of prosperous white folks. 
A few y ears 
ago an ex clusiv e corn barbecue was serv ed in the capital city of Iowa, the oc­ 
casion being known as the Feast of Puos Eziam, which is maize soup spelled 
backwards. 
Ev ery thing on the bill of fare was a concoction of corn, and that 
the menu was by no means monotonous thousands who were hungry but 
were fed can testify . 
Fed to steers, corn supplies mankind with the best 
beef in the world, while annually the amount of corn conv erted into sugar 
and sugar products is rapidly increasing. 
The av erage person has little or no idea of the ex tent to which corn 
starches, sirups, sugars, oils and dex trines are used. 
Corn starches are used 
in laundries, for food (jellies and puddings), for candies (gumdrops and lo­ 
zenges), as sizes for stiffening and finishing warp and cop y arns and fabrics 
in tex tile industries; in paper manufacture as a filler and finisher; for cos­ 
metics and asbestos; in brewing beer and ale and by alcohol manufacturers. 
Corn sirups are used for mix ing with cane sirup and molasses in the pre­ 
paration of mix ed sirups for confectionery , baking, jams, jellies and pre­ 
serv es; for the manufacture of v inegar, brewing of beers; in the manufac­ 
ture of chewing tobacco, food sauces; canning of meats, pastes and sizes; 
tanning of leather, blacking, printers’ rollers, shoe polishes; for finishing 
molds in iron foundries, in ex tracts, such as logwood, etc., and in silv ering 
glass for mirrors. 
Corn sugars are used in the manufacture of caramel or 
sugar coloring and lactic acid for tanning, in the brewing of beers, ales, por 
ters, etc., and in v inegar. 
The uses of corn 
oil are the 
manufacture of 
soap, soft soap and soap powders, oilcloth and leather, paragol or rubber 
substitute; for edible purposes, shortening for bread and cakes, for fry ing 
and cooking and salad oil, for cup greases and screw-cutting oil, paints and 
v arnishes and for sizing in tex tile industries. Dex trines are used in sizes for 
lowing lines of business: 
In the tex tile industry they are used in sizes for 
strengthening the fiber and finishing the fabric; for cloth, carpet, twine, etc.; 
lor thickening colors for calico, and other printing; leather dressings, pastes; 
for food sauces, gums and glues and ink mucilage. 
American ingenuity has made corn 
ev en more useful 
than the hog. 
There is no "•squeal” loss to corn, as the thrifty farmers know who use the 
cobs as fertilizers (because of the potash they contain), or as winter fuel 
(three tons of cobs hav ing a fuel v alue equal to one ton of hardw'ood), the 
cornstalks and leav es for dairy food, the husks for mattresses and the entire 
plant (root, ears, stalk and all) for silage. 
But the commercial uses of the 
plant itself are many and inv entiv e genius is coming each y ear to find new 
corn possibilities. 
From the husks are made a cheap grade of hats, used to a large ex ­ 
tent. in the southern States. 
In the northern States they make a coarse 
doormat out of the husks. 
They are also used as a packing in the manufac­ 
ture of horse collars. 
The woody part of the corn plant, such as the outer shell, is com­ 
posed largely of celllulose. 
Celllulose is used in the manufacture of ex ­ 
plosiv es. 
It is treated with chemical compounds, such as nitric and sul­ 
phuric acids. 
Gun cotton is the result. 
Nitro gly cerine, a v ery powerful 
ex plosiv e, can be v ery readily made from the hard, woody portions of the 
corn plant. 
From this cellulose is also made what is called 
py rox y lin 
v arnish. 
After an ear of corn has been shelled there is a soft, fuzzy coat upon 
the cob. 
This is called “ corn down.” 
It is used to a large ex tent in padding 
mattresses.
